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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sibley et al 4162776. 

Sibley et al 4162776 discloses system having a mounting structure within a body. The 
system has a mounting structure 20, platform 34 where a camera/sensor 90 is mounted, linear 
guide 32 (see figure 5), and mechanism 64 for moving the platform. As for the mechanism that 
is electrically, hydraulically, magnetically, pneumatically, linear motion screw, or clutch and 
brake driven, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have used any mechanism 
that is needed to drive the platform. The applicant has not disclosed the criticality of different 
mechanisms. 

Re claim 27, please note that the examiner interprets the linear guide as elements 71. See 
figures 9, 8. 

Please also note that the mounting structure can also be interpreted as the U-shaped cross 
section at the bottom or lowermost part of the apparatus in figure 8A. 

Claims 15-17 and 19-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mackenzie. 
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Mackenzie discloses system having a mounting structure within a body. This could be 
interpreted as element 32. The system has a platform 18 where a camera/sensor 12 is mounted, 
linear guide (see figure 2), door 13, and mechanism 30 for moving the platform. As for the 
mechanism that is electrically, magnetically, linear motion screw, or clutch and brake driven, it 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have used any mechanism that is needed to 
drive the platform. The applicant has not disclosed the criticality of different mechanisms. 

Please note that linear guide is interpreted as the extendable parts with one end connected 
to the mounting structure (since this part is part of the hydraulic piston) and the other end 
connected to the platform. See figure 2. Please also see the attached figure 2 with parts being 
labeled to clearly show what the examiner is interpreting as the parts that are being claimed. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mackenzie in 
view of Sibley et al. 

Mackenzie discloses all claimed parts except for the camera. However, Sibley et al 
teaches that cameras used in an aircraft is well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have used cameras in the sensor 
system of Mackenzie as taught by Sibley et al to retrieve more data. 

Response to Arguments 
The Examiner has reviewed the arguments by the applicant but maintains that Sibley et al 
teaches what has been claimed. Please see the rejection above. The claims, however, are still 
anticipated by the references listed above. The references above do indeed teach an elongated 
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member disposed along and in parallel to a linear movement path of the platform to stabilize and 
direct linear movement of the platform. Sibley teaches linear guide 32. MacKenzie et al teaches 
linear guide in figure 2.
